Will not our 
families think less of .us , if they have 
the idea in their heads that In case we 
die they will make money by it?" 


"No,," said Mr. Carr. "It makes one's 


family or his beneficiaries, whoever 
they may be, -think more of one to 
think he is sacrificing something from 
his own life and pleasures for the sake 
of providing for them afte'r he.is dead. 
And then another argument in favor of 
the life insurance is the fact that It in- 
creases and sustains life.
